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DOMESTIC BOYCOTTING. 
The Propricties of Mother-in-!uw-ism. 


From the Saturday Review. 


Mr. Lorimer Fison once saw a 
man of the Australian tribe Wangar- 
atta full of the utmost distress and 
disgust because his mother-in-law’s 
shadow had fallen across his legs. He 
had been lying at the foot ot an enor- 
mous gum tree, which hid him from 
the old lady’s view as she approached, 
and so the catastrophe occurred.’ 
A less scrupulous savages moth- 
ers- in- law are not absolutely Boycott- 
ed, but there must be no tutomment; 
they are respectfully addressed in the 
dual or plural. Even so the presence 
of relations by marriage (among cer- 
tain American tribes a man mus’ 
strictly Bcycott his own father-in-law) 
always brings a chill constraint int 
the family circle. This is the mor- 
inconvenient because a man and 2 
hunter is bound to give much of bis 
game to these same relations, hi- 
wife's parents. Thus Boycotting stops 
a good way short of the Irish system, 
which chiefly exists for the opposite 
purpose of depriving landlords agents 
and paying tenants of food. Ifa mar. 
ried black feliow, aided by an uomar- 
ried black fellow, kills a kangaroo, 
the whole quarry goes to the father 
in-law and mother-in-law, except the 
left leg, the share of the married man, 
and the right leg, the property of 
the bachelor. If a married man is 
lucky enough to spear a native bear, 
his parents-in-law get the left side 
and two legs, he himself obtains part 
of the head, and gives bis wife a por. 
tion, while she supplies her sister with 
the ears. These negotiations natur- 
ally have to be conducted through the 
wife, while the hunter makes his own 
arrangements with his own father and 
mother. When a wombat is slain the 
tather-in-law only gets the backbone, 

the mother-in-law some skin. 
Much ill-feeling is naturally caused, 
we may presume, when a hunter is 
always supplyiog the camp with wom 
bat, and never with native bear 
or kangaroo. Owing to the sim- 
ple and salutary rules of intercourse, 
however, the mother-in-law cannot 
reproach the bread-winoer, or rather. 
we should say, the wombat-winner, of 
the family. 

The Aleutian Islander, says Mr. 
Farrer, quoting Dall, “knows nothing 
of what civilized nations call modesty” 
yet the bashful creature positively 
blushes when he is obliged to speak to 
his wife, or ask her for anything in 
the presence of others. Custom com. 
pels them to assume the attitude of 
perfect strangers; and it is greatly to 
be desired that this rule, or a molifi- 
cation of it, might be introduced into 
Germany, where betrothed people 
behave in company as if they were 
alone in a wilderness of space, or 

the secret of fern seed. 

The Hottentots used to havea bad 
character for domestic affection, be- 
cause they were never seen to speak 
to their own wives. But the Hotteo- 
tot is not really cold and indifferent; 
he is only compelled, by the law of 
his people, to Boycott his wife. The 
lady may not enter her husband's room 
in the hut, and the husband,as among 
Spartans must never be seen in the 
neighborhood of his wife. Among 
the Yorubas, an African tribe, tt. is 
domestic Boycotting is carried out 
with the extremest rigor. A woman 
is forbidden to speak to her husband, 
and not even to see him if it can 
possibly be avoided. Apparently a 
similar custom existed among the 
early Sanskrit speaking people, for 
the wife, in the famous story of Ur- 
vasi aod Pururavas gays to her lord: 
“Never let me see thee without the 
royal garments, for such is the man- 
ner of women.” And when this rule 
is accidently broken, Urvasi must 
“softly aod sucdeuly vavish away,” 
like the victims whe have looked on 
the mysterious Boojum. The Circas- 
sians areequally shy. A Circassian 
brid must not see his wife nor 
live with her without the greatest mys- 
tery,” and the unconverted natives of 
the Fiji Islands display the utmost 
distress of mind when adventurous 
missionaries suggest that there is no 
real harm io a man’s living under the 
same roof with his wife. So far do 
the Hos carry this feeling, and so op- 

te to our own are their ideas of 
corum, that “it is the correct 
thing for a wife to run away from her 
husband.” In this case the lady Boy- 
cotts her lord, and it is hie duty to try 
to make her return to the family tent.

THE LAWS DELAY. 


The Gazerre has listened to a great 
many complaints concerning the ad- 
ministration of legal matters in this 
County. These complaiots are not in 
any manner leveled against persons or 
particular officials and are, we believe, 
correct in principle. 

Every good citizen holds himself 
ready to perform his share of jury 
duty and in general to assist in enfore- 
ing the law, but farmers who live sev- 
eral miles from the County seat fhink 
they should not be summoned to hear 
the granting of coutinuauces any 
oftener than can be helped. It is be- 
lieved that the lawyers are entirely 
too selfish in this matter, and that a 
small effort on their part would make 
many of these postponements unnec- 
essary. The “laws delay” has come 
to be proverbial, but it originates with 
the lawyers. Courts are maintained 
in order that relief may be granted, 
and when unnecessary delays are al- 
lowed the Court becomes an instru- 
ment of injustice. The cases of Dal- 
ton and Tharp, recently before the 
Court, are shining examples of the 
mistake complaioed of. If the fault 
belongs to the bar, its members should, 

n justice to their clients aod the bus- 
iness community, correct it speedily. 
If it arises merely from oversight there 
is no excuse whatever. The conven- 
ience of farmers and busipess men 
must be considered, and the Court will 
no doubt in future see to it that every 


proper rule is enforced to that end.

NIR da tion of Wages 

The Carson Times coniradicts the 
rumor that wages will be cut down ou 
on the V. K T. It says: There has 
beca no reduction in wages on the 
Virginia & Truckee railroad, a8 re- 
ported by the Appeal, nor is any in 
present contemplation. If a labor 
union held its terroristic sway over 
the railroad company, maintained on 
the same basis as the Miners’ Union 
of Storey county, and said: ‘All rail- 
roa employes shall be paid the max- 
mium price per day which any of their 
number can obtain, the result would 
be that the road could not go except 
at a loss. As it is, the prices of labor 
on the Virginia & Truckee are graded, 
and while liberal, are not uniform for 
different classes of work. Engineers 
are paid 65 per day; conductors, 4 
firemen, $3 50; brakemen, §3 26; 
toundrymen, from $4 to $5; machin- 
ists, $4 to 85; carpenters, $3 50 to $5; 
painters, $3 50 to $5; laborers and 
helpers in shops, from $2 to $3. Offi- 
cers, clerks and station agents are 
paid on & varying scale based on the 
quahty and quantity of work done. 
It may be io the near future that re- 
ductions may be made if business does 
not revive, althongh the business pol- 
icy of Messrs. Mills and Yerrington 
in that respect has always beeo a lib- 
eral ove. Notwithstanding the fact 
that the Virginia & Truckee pay 
higher wages than any other railroad 
in the world, strikes have been at- 
tempted, but have uniformly failed.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1481, 


Cnar. LXI.—An Act anthorizing the 
Board of Examiners of this State to 
ewploy attorneys at the City of Wash- 
ington, District of Columbia, to pros 
ecute claims of this State against the 
general government, and defining the 
mode and manner of paying the suid 
attorneys. 

{Approved February 28, 1881.) 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 


enact as follows: 

Sxorrow 1, The Board of Examiners 
are hereby directed to employ one or 
more attorneys at the city of Washing. 
ton, District of Columbia, to prosecute 
the claima of the State of That against 
the general government for the five per 
cent. due this State from the general 
government on unsold lands within the 
Territorial limite and set apart as Indian 
Reservation; and for the prosecution of 
the claims of the State against the Gov- 
ernment for money expended in sup- 
pressing Indian outbreaks and wars be- 
curring in this State. 

Sec. 2. And they are hereby author- 
ized to pay to the said attorney or attor- 
neys, not to exceed fifteen per cent. of 
all moneys collected from said sources 
to be in full payment for such attorney 
fees, and expenses of ye, ap But in 
no case is auy money to be drawn from 
the Treasury to pay said fees or costs of 
litigation. 


Cuar. LXII.—An Act fixing the salaries 
of the Commissioners of Eureka 
county.
